most a greeting with him. He 
loved to visit.

Coming to 
Sierra Madre in 1912 from 
Memphis, Tenn., with his wife, 
Bertha, he saw many changes 
here but never changed his 
motto: “I just like people.” 
Probably no man in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre was better known to so 
many as he. 

His first job here was in the 
bank. Later, in 1919, he open¬ 
ed a novelty store, had the 
Kodak agency, and sold Victor 
talking machines — “the kind 
with the dog on the horn 
trademark.” Giving candy and 
gum to children was one of his 
pastimes, and when he discov¬ 
ered they had no place to buy 
toys here he saw to it that his 
store carried a small toy de¬ 
partment regardless of profit 
or loss. 

■When he changed to the real 
estate business he was in it to 
stay. His office at 27 N. Bald¬ 
win adjoining Kersting Court 
became a landmark that never 
changed its style. When not 
there during the day he left 
a sign: “Call 7 doors west.”

My wastebasket is overflow¬ 
ing with campaign literature I 
have not read. This impresses 
me again with the enormous 
waste of money and effort that 
goes into our campaigns. If 
each candidate were allowed to 
mail only one piece of “litera¬ 
ture” most of us might read it, 
but as it is there is more than 
anyone can read and we throw 
away the good with the bad. 
Similarly, if each were limited 
to a certain moderate amount 
of radio time, we might pay 
more heed to what they have 
to say. 

Our laws should provide, as 
■those in England do, that every 
candidate should name his fi¬ 
nancial agent, that he alone 
should be permitted to accept 
or spend money in behalf of 
that candidate, that it would 
bo a felony for him to accept 
gift billboards, gift mailings or 
other concealed contributions, 
that anyone printing and dis¬ 
tributing anonymous smears be 
sent to prison, and that ali 
campaign expenses be held to 
reasonable fixed sums. Untii 
we do that we are going to 
eiect many men who are under 
great obligations to those who 
give or raise the money. Just 
look at your own wastebasket 
and wonder what all the bill¬ 
boards and other expensive ad¬ 
vertising cost and you will see 
that if our legislators like 
things the way they are we 
ought to get some new legis- 
laors. 


Despite all such efforts to 
fool us, the voters are far bet¬ 
ter informed now than they 
used to be. Press, radio and 
television are balances on one 
another such as we did not 
have until recently. Time was 
when readers of many news¬ 
papers got little chance to learn 
the claims and charges of the

Preaching on the theme, 

"The Gospel of Liberty,” Rev. 

Harry P. Leach of the Sierra 
Madre Congregational church 
said that Paul’s letter to the 
Galatians was our Magna Car¬ 
ta of religious freedom. The 
great Apostle declares that 
those Christians in Galatia 
with Jewish background were 
freed from the Jewish law when 
they became Christian and that 
they were no longer bound by 
the rites and requiremenl.s of 
Judaism. As Christians they 
were free from the authority of 
priest and synagogues and 
bound only to Christ. “Stand 
fast, therefore, in the liberty 
wherewith Christ has made us 
free.”

Paul, however, warns overy 
Christian that freedom from 
priestly authority did not mean 
that we were free to do as wo 
plea.se. We were still under dis¬ 
cipline.
